CifyAlderman 
Explains Water 
Problem to Lions 


Ham lin’* unusual arrows of the 
p ast few years urns pointed out as 
‘ th e main factor in the city’s pres­ 
e t w ater svstem troubles, member* 
of Hamlin Lions Club were told by 
Alderman Ivy W itt Tuesday of this 
week. 
Mr. W itt explained th at Ham lin’s 
w ater plant and distribution system 
had been designed for only a sm all­ 
er town with w hat was thought to 
he adequate room for expansion. 
The town has long since out-grown 
the system and as a result water 
users suffer the consequences dur­ 
ing summertime. 
At th e present 
tim e only 700.000 gallons can be pro- 1 
cessed daily and only th a t am ount 
comes from the new lakes each day. 
The am ount cannot be increased he 
*aid and warned all to be conserva­ 
tive in the use of water. 
A few weeks ago a plan of w ater­ 
ing lawns was set up and it has been 
found of little help since most peo­ 
ple try to use as much in one day 
as they normally would in two. 
The alderm an pointed out th at 
the city had underground storage 
of 130,000 gallons and th at it was 
a constant battle to keep this and 
tho 75,000 gallon overhead tank full 
and th at par t of the time it was im­ 
passible to keep “the pressure up in 
mains. At the present time the city 
ke ps 110,000 
aliens in reserve at 
all times for firefighting and em er­ 
gency. 
This am ount will be kent 
on storage if it means no water at 
tim es for customers, it was said. 
W itt pointed out that it was hoped 
by officials th at m aterials would 
be available by next summer. H am ­ 
lin's problem Is definably one of 
processing facilities and not of the 
supply end, he emphasized. 
The streaker was introduced by 
Edgar Duncan, program chairm an.

Home makers c! the Har^lin area 
may bid goodbye to spending long 
and tedUv;s hours polishing the fam­ 
ily silver 


Flatware may be rendered gleam- 
n 
:n from two to five minutes by 
'■lacing it m an old aluminum r *r. 
and boiling it in a solution of one 
teaspoon of soda, and one 'teaspoon 
of salt p^r quart of water, according 
to Miss Lola M. Drew, assistant p*o- 
fessor of home economics at Texas 
Technological College at Lubbock. 
Each piece of silver should touch the 
pan while boiling. 


Knives with hollow handles should 
not be polished in this manner, as 
the boiling water will loosen the 
cement. Miss Drew cautioned. 
Nor 
should silver with oxidized or French 
gray finishes be treated with this 
method, since chemical action of the 
•solution and aluminum will remove 
the soft finish and make the entire 
piece shine brightly.

brought in as soon as dry. 
If towels are left on a clothes line 
after drying the wind loosens the 
yarns at the corners and causes 
them to fray. In case this happens, 
is to rotate the supply, and an- 
Miss Allen says, several rows of 
stitches along the edge will check 
the fraying.

Jones and Fisher County farm ers, 
together w ith farm ers in every par* 
of th e C otton B rit. were told at D al­ 
las last week th a t m echanization of 
cotton production is an economic 
necessity. 
Some pertinent facts on 
the m a tte r were outlined by E d­ 
w ard A O ’Neal, president 
of 
the 
A m erican F arm B ureau Federation 
O'Neal, in an address prepared for 
delivery before t*ne eig h th an n u al 
N ational R esearch Congress, said. 
“If we are to hold our fa ir sh a re of 
th e world cotton m arket it is im per­ 
ative th a t we get our costs of pro­ 
duction dow n.’’ 
‘‘C ontrary to th e general public 
im pression,” he added, ‘‘the m ech ­ 
anizing of cotton production is not 
ju st a m a tte r of developing a suc- 
1 cessful cotton picker. T h at's just one 
I of th e operations, all of w hich m ust 
• be m echanized. 
Flam e 
throw ing 
I w eeders are on th e way and a. suc- 
j cessful m echanical cotton chopper 
is alm ost certainly in th e offing. 
“I know it’s an econom ic neces­ 
sity to m echanize cotton production. 
I know fu rth e r th a t w hen economic 
necessity dem ands a m achine to do 
a certain job. hum an ingenuity will 
find a way to develop th a t m achine 
“T here are those who predict dire 
th in g s for th e South if we do learn 
to prow cotton with a fraction of the 
labor force now required for it. Too 
m any people will be throw n out of 
work, they said. I tak e no stan d s In 
such predictions. S im ilar argum ents 
have been m ade against e”e n labor­ 
saving m ach in e ever invented. 
“W hy anyone should w an t to re ­ 
tain the old system in the South is 
b®vnnd my understanding. F arm fa ­ 
cilities or th e fam ilies in th e South 
have averaged only about 40 per cent 
as m uch incom e as farm fam ilies 
in o th er regions 
To me, th e reason 
is •'‘lain. We have fallen behind the 
other regions in our technology. It 
is safe to say th a t w ithin a very few 
years cotton will be produced gen­ 
erally w ith one-half or less of the 
m an -lab o r now required under p re ­ 
vailing m ethods.”

Cooper and 
Hardaway, Willis Johnson, Jess Rob­ 
erts and Fred Knipling. 
Applications for district assistance 
were approved on three farms, a c­ 
cording to J. F. McCulloch, chairman 
of the board. These requests came 
from farms in the following groups 
of the district; 
Fred Buerger, New 
Hope; H. R. Kloss, Oil MIU group; 
and Hamel Estate operated by Clar­ 
ence Neinast of the Oil Mill group. 


W, D. Baker of Anson has recent­ 
ly sold all of the cattle on his stock 
farm located Northeast of Anson 
and plans to defer *his pastures the 
rest of the summer.

years ago Baker contour furrowed 
one of the pastures on his farm.

Home makers cf the Hardin area 
may bk! goodbye to spending long 
and tedious hours polishing the fa n ­ 
ny silver 


Flatware may be rendered gleam- 
n 
in from two to five minutes by 
facing it in an old aluminum r *r 
and boiling it in a solution of one 
teaspoon of soda and one teaspoon 
of salt p*m quart of water, according 
to Miss Lola M. Drew, assistant pro­ 
fessor of home economics at Texas 
Technological College at Lubbock. 
Each piece of silver should touch the 
Pan while boiling. 


Knives with hollow handles should 
not be polished in this manner, as 
the boiling water will loosen the 
cement, Miss Drew cautioned. 
Nor 
should silver with oxidized or French 
gray finishes be treated with tMs 
method, since chemical action of the 
solution and aluminum will remove 
the soft finish and make tile entire 
piece shine brightly.
